Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record Nagayama et al. to U.S. 6,373,187 B1 fail to teach a device including pillars on 
the substrate for patterning the second conductive layer to form the second electrodes, 
wherein end portions of the pillars are split into at least 2 sub-rows to prevent shorting of 
adjacent electrodes as recited in claim 1 and wherein portions of the pillars in contact 
with a shadow mask are split into at least 2 sub-rows to prevent shorting of adjacent 
electrodes as recited in claim 9.
